Advices from Domitz fay, 
that an Expteſe from the Duke of Mecklenbourg 
bad brought an Order to the Governour of that 
Place, requiring him to permit the Duke's Scerc- 
tary to fet out from thence aod bring him fome 
Papers. That Expreſe alfo brought Letters to cer- 
tain of the Nobility, exhorting them to have yet 
alittle Patience, and that they might depend 
being fpcedily fuccoured. The mandant 
likewife received Orders to take Care that no Per- 
fon be fuffered to enter the Place without being 
fick examined. 

Hague, Jan. 19. North Holland being much in 
Arreat in ite Accompt of Contingencies, not having 
made any Payment for feveral Years paft, the 
States of Holland have taken into Confideration to 
pay off thoſe Debts upon certain Conditions, and 
there only wants the Confent of ſome of the leſſer 
Cities to bring this Affair to a Conclafion.
